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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on June 1 , 
2009 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Claims 1-40 have been canceled. Claims 41-67 are new. 

3. Claims 41-67 are pending and have been allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claimed invention pertains to a method and product of providing a plurality of 
windows that have predefined locations for first and second virtual workspaces, where 
the plurality of windows display information related to at least one or more tradable 
objects and where the first defined layout is different than the second. The second 
workspace is associated with a trigger event definition, and when data based on the one 
or more tradable objects is detected, the second workspace is displayed, where the 
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same windows in the first layout are relocated based on a predefined layout for the 
second workspace. 

Based on prior art search results, the prior art deemed closest to the allowed 
claim is U.S. Patent No. 5,339,392 to Risberg et al. 

The Applicants Arguments/Remarks on pgs. 11-16 dated June 1, 2009 are 
incorporated by reference as reasons for allowance.
